Broadcasting type of color televi­ 
sion. A congressional investigation 
of the TV mess can be forecast 
with certainty. It will be a lulu. 
What the FCC ruling amounts to 
is that the approximately 9.000,000 
TV black and white set owners, if 
they want color TV, can buy a new 
set or hang a mechanical contri­ 
vance, consisting of a series of 
spinning discs, In 
front of the 
screen. The spinning wheels will 
produce, on existing sets, a picture 
IS and one-half Inches In diameter 
and no larger. To get It. you will 
pay from $100 to (SSO for a convert­ 
er and an adapter. This Is for color, 
for present set owners. 
If the FCC forces the CBS system 
gown the throats of the TV broad- 
«tasters, a big majority of the ex- 
peris claim, present set owners 
will have to shell out from 930 to 
9130 just to get a black and white 
picture on their present sets. This 
la for the adapter, alone. 
Trimming down the TV picture 
to twelve and one-half inches is 
bucking a big trend. Over half of 
the sets In existence now are the 
IC to IP Inch site. Kighty-seven int 
cent of the TV picture tulles manu­ 
factured In October are lh inches 
or larger, and producers are pre­ 
paring for 21 to 24 inch tubes for 
moderate priced sets. 
There are four radio networks, 
competing for your listening ear 
constantly with new and better pro­ 
grams. 
There are thousands of 
newspapers 
in 
the 
nation, 
all 
scrambling for your reading nickel. 
Hut there will In* one kind of 
color television, producing what the 
network wants you to see. and 
■when; and unless you convert or 
adapt, or both, you might as well 
put your set in the attic. 
The FCC decision, hrdering CB8- 
TV to the forefront with its system, 
created almost total frustration in 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
and Color Television Incorporated ' 
Both of these organisations have | 
color systems of their own. and in 
normal 
competitive 
procedures 
have the right to sell their viewers 
on the idea that their systems ure 
hest. 
BCA has a system which has been 
tested. It is a tricolor tulle that 
can be made in any site. In addi­ 
tion. the RCA television broadcasts 
can be received on present black 
* and white sets, in other words, it 
Ut compatible. 
The CTI system is comparable to 
the RGA method, but the FCC re­ 
jected both in favor of CBS. Thin 
was bad enough, but FCC wasn’t 
through. It recently ordered BCA 
to turn over Its blueprints, techni­ 
cal data and test models to CHH. 
When you build a better mouse trap 
now, It would seem, it isn't the 
world but the FCC that beats a 
path to your door. 
Business hss operated on the the­ 
ory that a better product will at­ 
tract the most buyers. In making 
color TV an exception, the FCC has 
laid Itself open to a lengthy court 
fight besides a congressional inves­ 
tigation. 
Many influential figures are up 
to their ears in the color TV fight. 
Sam Rosenman, White House inti­ 
mate and former speech writer fo r! 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, is 
working for CBS. RCA countered j 
with the president's ex-ghost writ­ 
er, Clark Clifford, now a Washing-1 
ton lawyer. Wayne Coy. FCC admin- j 
titrator, la a former assistant to; 
the publisher of the Washington 
Post, which owns a CBS station in 
Washington. 
All of this and a lot more will 
make interesting reading in the 
uaxt few weeks, after the new con­ 
gress struggles through its bi-an­ 
nual ahakedown and gets set for 
some new business.

Senator Ed Johnson. Demin rat. oft 
Colorado. Is chairman of the Senate, 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce! 
Committee. He put the burr In the 
FCC saddle back In April of 1949, 
with demands for an immediate de­ 
cision on color TV. 
One of his 
staunchest FCC advocstes is form­ 
er Congressman Robert Franklin 
Jones, a member of the commiw- 
sion. Jones has long promoted CHH 
color TV against the advice of the

And It could turn out to be a waste 
of both time and money 
lf the FCC ruling on CBS color 
is upset ill the court, a set owner 
with a series of conversion knobs. 
will have a lot of useless gadgets 
on his hands. Tube producers, a1-J 
ready fighting to keep their heads 
above tile avalanche of defense de­ 
partment orders, haven't the slight : 
est idea which way to turn. 
This much is known. The over- j 
whelming majority of the television 
industry. Including the telecasters! 
and TV dealers, are ranged on one! 
side. On the other is the FCC. There 
is one other certainty. Color tele- j 
vision broadcasts, on an adequate j 
scale, are months away. And if FCC 
wins you will get Arhat it orders. 
which Is one way of doing business. 
The other way is to let the industry 
fight it out as it grows, just as 
other great industries in the nation 
battled to bring us what we wanted
